Jan. 16.—Another

of the world, but the colers should 
be so laid on that the enleoker 
can eee through them to the beast 
whose savage heart is making the 
present woes of Europe and other 
countries and lighting fires against 
the human race. 

The world is one grand hospital 
and no doctors competent to the 
patient. The ward called the 
United States is the least crowded, 
but even here we have plenty of 
mental, moral and physical dis- 
eases. Our selfishness and avarice 
are fairly od stimulants to keep 
us going the time being, but 
we shall eventually get ours It 
cannot be that all the best of 
civilized world shall long 
n ita illness and we abounding in 
heajth and norma! conceit. 

The mark stil) sinks under those 
bubbles that we call seros and 
everybody has to O. when quot- 
ing them. The ole world is en- 
circled by one grand symbol zero, 
meaning the loss of many things 
‘we have had and apprehension that 
more shall pass away before there 
return to a condition that 
would be called measurably satis- 
factory. 

But we take all these things in 
a comfortable mood and the doc- 
tor’s thermometer indicates some- 
thing like normal in our condition.

DEQUATELY PAID POLICE FORCE 

Los Angeles is the fastest growing city 
in the United States. We are attracting 
homeseekers, industrial leaders, men of 
wealth and influence, wage-earners, visitors 
and tourists from all sections of the coun- 
try. To these and to themselves the peo 
ple of Los Angeles owe one paramount 
duty, that of adequate police protection for 
the lives, liberties and property rights of 
all members of the community. 

Such protection in any city depends on the 
loyalty and efficiency of the police force, 
No service will attract the best type of men 
unless it offers them financial remuneration 
commensurate with the duties they have to 
| perform. Does the Los Angeles police force 
come within this category? | 

Comparison with other cities shows clear 
ly that the pay of the Los Angeles patrol- 
man is not up to the usually accepted stand- 
ard. A table of five representative Ameri- 
can cities is sufficient demonstration: 

Los Angeles—$120 first year to $150 in 

Chicago—$136 first year to $166 in third 
year. 

New York—$147 first year to $190 in fifth 
year. 

San Francisco—$172 flat. 

Detroit—$180 flat. 

From these figures one can readily see 
that the police force of Los Angeles is un- 
derpaid. An appeal to the City Couacil 
brings the regretful reply from the 
Finance Committee that at present there 
are no available funds on hand for the 
benefit of the police force. 


This reply will not satisfy the majority | 


of our people. Funds have been available, 
or have been procured, for many municipal 
objects of far less importance to the in- 
dividual citizen. Protection is the first law 
of progress and has the frst claim on the 
public treasury. 

Very few occupations call for so many 
sterling qualities as that of the police offi- 
cer. He should, of course, be a man of high 
courage, moral and physical; of patience 
and tenacity, should possess that rare gift 
of acting effectively in a case of emergency, 
should be blest with a more than ordinary 
supply of self-control. His work is one of 
danger, hazard and temptation. He is not 
cunsidered a good risk by a life insurance 
company. 

[How can our city expect to enroll men of 
this caliber for police service when we offer 
them a rate of pay on a par with that re 
ceived by diggers of ditches and collectors 
of garbage? As the Egyptians did on the 
children of Israel, so the City Council is 
imposing on Chief of Police Oaks the hope- 
less task of making bricks without straw. 

Is it any wonder if incompetents and even 
crooks find their way into the ranks of our 
‘| policemen, when the rate of pay is so in- 
adequate to the duties and responsibilities 
entailed? To some the chances to make 
money on the side by improper means is 
the only inducement to undertake such 
work on present terms. Officers not intel- 
lectually competent to fill better jobs, or 
without ambition, may be enticed by these 
common laborers’ wages.
